Germans Unable to Deliver 
Big Contracts, Says Hoover 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—German 
competition in the field of foreign 
trade is showing signs of weakening, 
Secretary Hoover said today. While 
the reports to the Commerce Depart- 
ment tell of strenuous German activ- 
ity in various parts of the world, he 
added, the Germans aré having dif- 
ficulty in handling the business ob- 
tained through their attractive price 
quotations. : 

In particular, the Secretary ex- 
plained, the Germans are finding it 
impossible to produce goods up .to 
their pre-war quality, while at, the 
same time they are unable to executé 
large numbers of contracts. 

In Argentina, he said, the Germans 
were compelled to thréw up a con- 
tract for large quantities of steel, 
which they could not deliver.

Unemployment Increasing and 
Charity Organizations Join 
to Plan Relief Work. 


Lodging Houses, Piers and 
Parks Overflowing—Crisis Pre- 
dicted When Cold Comes. 


The announcement that President Har- 
ding soon would call a conference on 
unemployment focused attention yester- 
day in New York on a situatian that 
had been growing increasingly serious 
the last few, weeks and which threat- 
ened to assume proportions next. Winter 
such as had never_before been faced 
in this country. Men in touch with un- 
employment ascribed a portion of the 
crime wave to its influence. and feared 
to predict what might happen when men 
out of work became tore desperate 
through cold and hunger. 

From two sources the estimates of un- 
employment in the city reached the same 
figure ,000.. John Sullivan, Presi- 
dent of the Central Trades Assembly, 
and. a member of Mayor Hylan’s tem- 
porary committee that is studying condi- 
tions, gave that number of persons out 
of work and said it is constantly getting 
larger.\, Major Edward Underwood of 
the Salvation Army, in charge of social 
work in the city, said Mr. Suilivan’s 
figure checked with his own observa- 
tions. 

Charity Organizations Prépare. 

Early this Summer charitable and re- 
lief-organizations began to ‘prepare for 
what they believed would develop a 
critical situation in the Winter, and 
fifty-three organizations appointed a 
committee of twelve, through which their 
work is to be co-ordinated. Among the 
affiliated societies are the Y. M. C..A., 
Charity Organization Society, Society for 
Improving the Condition. of the Poor, 
Salvation Army, Seaman’s- Institute, 
Brooklyn Board of Charities, and prac- 
tically all the well-known relief or- 
ganizations. , 

The committee of twelve, of which 
Major Underwood is a member, will 
meet soon to 'make plans for dealing 
with destitution and unemployment. The 
societies will pool their resources, set 
up a clearing house, and establish an 
efficient organization to prevent dupli- 


cation of effort and delay in relief ac- 
tivities. Their housing accommodations 
will be listed so that men may be sent 
from. one to: the other as the vacancies 
shift. 


The committee appointed! by the Mayor 
met yesterday in thesMunicipal Build- 
ing to prepare its report to the Board 
of Estimate. In addition to Mr. Sulli- 
van, Bird S. Coler, Commissioner of 
Public Welfare, and Major William P. 
-Deegan of the American Legion are 
members. Mr. Coler said the number 
of unemployed was constantly increas- 
ing. All the city lodging houses and 
municipal piers were full of sleepers 
every night, but the real crisis would 
come when cold weather made ago aad 
sleeping impossible. 

Ex-Service Men a Problem. 

The problem of.the ex-service man is 
at the heart of the whole relief situa- 
tion. Major Deegan said 75,000 former 
soldiers were out of work in the city, 
a figure somewhat larger than that 


given by Richard T. Bell of the Amer- 


ican Legion Bureau in the Hall of Rec- 
ords. Mr. ‘Bell said he thought 75,000 
were out of work in the State, and at 
least 40,000 in the city

MOSCOW,.Aug. 27 (via Riga, Aug. 29). 
—Reports from different provinces in the 
famine area published in the Moscow 
new official famine paper. Pomarsh 
(Help) give a picture of hunger, pesti- 
lence, panic and desolation ‘which proves 
the accuracy of accounts of refugees 
and from other sources already cakled to 
TH NEw York Times from Riga. 

In the most afflicted areas there was 
already a shortage last ‘Winter, which 
became acute by the end of Spring. The 
exodus of the panic-stricken population 
began in May and June. By the mid- 
dle of the latter month epidemics of 
cholera, &¢., broke out in the over- 
crowded towns. Thus the death rate 
reached several hundred daily in the 
town of Samara alone. By this period 
the Soviet authorities, fully alive to the 
gravity of the situation, began desper- 
ate. efforts of mitigation, which finally 
culminated in the appeal to America 
and Western Europe. } 

Causes of the Famine. 


The causes are fourfold. 

1. The effects of the seven years of 
war, national and civil, heightened by 
the blockade. This greatly reduced the 
area sown, the supply of seed, the num- 
ber of the agricultural population, es- 
pecially of the most vigorous. men, and 
agricultural implements. 

2—Indiscriminate requisitions by Red 
and White forces, pillaging, &c. In jus- 
tice to the Soviet authorities it must be 
admitted that this was purely a war 
measure and was immediately replaced 
by them when the defeat of General 
Wrangel removed their last enemy, by 
an equitable system of a universal tax 
of food products varying from 3 to 11 
per cent. of the year's production col- 
lected ‘by the local authorities. This in- 
stituted in March, ‘worked smoothly 
enough and has produced already 10 per 
cent. above the estimates in the prov- 
Inces unaffected by the famine. 

38—Prolonged drought from the middle 
of April till the middle or end of June 
completing the ruin of the crops. 

4—A plague of locusts and epidemics 
due to lack of medicines and general 
discouragement of the population under 
such a culmination of seven years of 
continual war and hardship, and insuf- 
ficiency of timely relief measures, owing 
to the vastness of the distances | in- 
volved, transport breakdown, lack of 
co-ordination of the various local au- 
thorities, &c. » 

The following reports published in the 
Pomarsh show the extent of the disaster. 
They cannot be taxed with exaggeration, 
for it is the official tendency here rather 
to, minimize than to magnify. Thus 
Kameneff, member of the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Bolshevist 
party and President of the Moscow 
Soviet, who yesterday made a statement 
to foreign correspondents repeating what 
he had already given the local press ten 
days ago, was on the whole distinctly 
not pessimistic, though admitting that 
7,500,000 people must be totally fed 
henceforth. 

On the other hand, as Kameneff de- 
clared, the worst phases, panic, epi- 
demic, &c., undoubtedly occurred in May 
and early June, before the central au- 
thorities realized the gravity of the situ- 


ation and were able to take steps to 
canalize emigration and fight disease. ’ 


Details in Official Reports. _

‘Samara, Aug. 9.—The first signs of 
unusual ‘scarcity. In November and De- 
cember resulted in indiscriminate army 
requisitions.

WATCHMAN GIVES UP 
IN NEVILLE, MURDER 


Hoey Goes to Sing Sing to Sur- 
render to Father Cashin to 
Escape Police Beating. 


TELLS HIS STORY TO PRIEST 


Formally Charged With Murder 
After Witness Identifies Him 
as Armed Fugitive. 


William Hoey, night watchman in the 
vacant lot in West Thirty-ninth Street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh ‘Avenues, 
in Hell’s Kitchen, where Patrolman 
Daniel Neville ‘of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station was slain Saturday night, 
was locked wp in the West Thirtieth 
Street Station last night, charged with 
the murder. . Hoey was identified by a 
witness in the District Attorney’s office 
as one of the two’ men who fled from 
the scene with pistols in their hands. 

The watchman, for whom the police 
were making a thorough search, sur- 
rendered to the Rev. William E. Cashin, 
the Catholic Chaplain at Sing Sing, at 
noon, after visiting his sister at Staten 
Island Sunday and pessing through New 
York yesterday morning. 

Hoey told Father Cashin and later the 
police and the District Attorney that he 
was on the lot at the time of the mur- 
der and had talked with Neville just 
before the shooting. But he denied tak- 
ing part in the crime or running away 
with a weapon in his hand. He laid 
the shooting to one of four men who, 
he said, weft into a little shanty on 
the lot while Neville and Hoey were 
talking together. 

Hoey gave himself up to Father Cashin 
in the belief that the latter could save 
him from vengeance at the hands of the 
police. He is a paroled .convict from 
Sing Sing and was out on $5,000 bail on 
a charge of robbery. 

At the West .Thirtieth Street Station 
last night it was learned a special order 
had been issued that Hoey be placed in a 
cell separate from other prisoners and 
that if it was known any patrolman had 
injured him_it would ‘‘ go hard on the 
patrolman.’”’ This order was circulated 
because of the feeling among the patrol- 
men toward the alleged slayer of one 


of their number. | 
Meyer Issues a Statement. 


In this connection Senator Schuyler 
M. Meyer, Chairman of the Meyer 
legislative committee investigating the 
municipal government, issued a state- 
ment last night citing the Hoey case as 
ar example of admitting dangerous 
criminals to pail. This practice, he said, 
didnot give the citzens and policemen 
of New York *‘ that degree of safety to 
Which they are entitled,” and he added 
the committee would take testimony on 
this question before it tompleted its 
work, 

When Hoey appeared at Sing Sing, he 
immediately told Father Cashin that he 
knew the police were looking for him, 
but protested his innocence. 

‘‘Father,’? he said, ‘‘I want you to 
call up. the District Attorney in New 
York and tell him I want to talk with 
him. Fl go down with you and I think 
I can help the police get the man who 
killed Neville. I am afraid to go to the 
police because ‘they'll beat me up.” 

Father Cashin telephoned Joab H. 
Banton, Chief Assistant District Attor- 
ney in New York, and. told-/im about 
Hoey. Advised to escort Hocy to New 
York, Father Cashin took him to the 
Criminal-Courts Building, arriving there 
about 3:15 o'clock. Captain Arthur 
Carey of the homicide squad, Police 


Headquarters, and eightcen detectives 


were waiting for the priest and the 
prisoner. Father Cashin waved the de- 
tectives away from Hoey, telling them 
he had had‘‘ a hundred chances to-es- 
cape’’ on the train.from Ossining, but 
had not attempted to get away. 


Priest Repeats Hoey’s Story. 
Hoey was taken to the Homicide Bu- 


reau of the District Attorney’s office 
and questioned by Mr. Banton and two 
of his aides, Captain Carey and Captain 
Patrick:J. Randles.

COMRADES DIVE TO RESCUE 


Physician Works in Vain With 
Pulmotor After Victim Is 
Brought to Surface. 


Entangled in the lines of his diving 
dress on the dark and oozy bottom of 
the Harlem River, Vincent de Gaetano, 
a diver, employed by the Merritt-Chap- 
man Wrecking’ and Towing Company, 
lost his life yesterday evening while 
watchers on the surface, conscious of 
his plight because of his tugs on the 
“life line,’’ were .trying to notify five 
fellow divers working nearby under the 
river. 

The Merritt-Chapman Company had 
the divers at wgrk laying a high-power 
submarine cable fot the United Electric 
Light and Power G@bmpany of 130 East 
Fifteenth. Street. The new cable was 
being placed in a reinforced concrete 
bed at the bottom of’ the Harlem at 
136th Street, to connect Manhattan with 
the new plant of the United Electric 
Light and Power Company, at 134th’ 
Street and Park Avenue. 

The divers had gone down for the last 
shift yesterday shortly before 5 o'clock. 
Above them were watchmen, each hold- 
ing in one hand the “life line,’ by 
which a diver makes signals to the sur- 
face, and in the other the air hose. 

De Gaetano had been down about 


Ahirty minutes when Joseph Miceli of 


2,414 Belmont Avenue, the Bronx, who 
on a barge in the middle-of the river, 
held De Gaetano’s lines, felt a frantic 
tug. He quickly gave the order to have 
De Gaetano pulled to the surface, but 
the lines were caught. 


To get Word to the other divers, a réw 


boat had to be sent to shore.. In the 
meantime, Joseph Burroughs, the Sup- 
erintendent, was notified, and an ambu- 
lance call was sent in. Arthur Mayfield 
and John Jackson, two .of the other 
divers, were hauled to the surface and 
Burroughs told them that something 
had happened to De Gaetano and sent 
them down to his aid. 

Mayfield and Jackson, when they 
reached the middle of the river, found 
De Gaetano lying in a heap with his 
feet and hands entangled in his life 
line and guide line, and the air hose 
shut off. His position indicated that he 
had made a desperate fight to free him- 
self. Mayfield succeeded:in opening De 
Gaetano’s headpiece far enough to see 
that his face was black from lack of air. 

It took several minutes to get De 
Gaetano clear from the tangle of lines. 
To.do this some of the lines had to be 
cut and to raise De Gaetano it was 
necessary to remove some of the weights 
from his body and feet. 

By the time De Gaetano was pulled 
up to the surface, Dr. ‘Shifrin of Lin- 
coln Hospital was there and he made 
every effort possible to revive the diver. 
Several men;from the Central Union 
Gas Company brought a pulmotor. They 
worked over De Gaetano for about 


forty-five minutes before the surge n 
pronounceds him dead.

Mr. Hogue had been 
criticised for the alleged lowering of 
the standard of livestock .feeds in the 
report of Governor, Smith’s milk com- 
mittee, of which George Gordon Battle 
was chairman, and also in the report 
of_the legislative committee headed by 
Senator Wicks. 

Commissioner . O’Malley’s refusal to 
align. himself with the Governor’s fact- 
tion on the State Council of Farms and 
Markets, Mr. Smith said, resulted ulti- 
mately in the election of Berne A. 
Pyrke of Port Henry, as Commissioner 
of the Department of Farms and Mar- 
kets, and Mr. Hogue had to be content 
with thé lesser place of Corhmissioneér of 
the Agricultural Department. 


O'Malley Cofroborates Testimony.

The Meyer committee will resume its 
public hearings today and will continue 
its investigation of alleged graft in the 
Department of Public Markets. It was 
said at the offices of the. committeg, 38 
Park Row, that ‘new witnesses had been 
obtained and testimony very damaging 
to certain city officials might be expect- 
ed at today’s hearing.

Hirshfield, Mr. Smith denied the pub- 
lished report that he had been a city 
official.

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GENEVA, Aug.-29.—The Council of 
the League of Nations met here late this 
afternoon to. consider how to handle the 


. difficult task set it by the Supreme 
Council of settling who is to get Upper 
Silesia. All the members of the Council 
were present, most of them coming 
straight, from their holiday. 

The Council has made one decision. 
This is that it must decide the Upper 
Silesian dispute itself and not hand it 
on to any special court of arbitration. 
The reason for this decision is clear 
enough. The members of the Council 
felt that if they passed on responsibility 
further they would lay themselves open 
to criticism, and they were also mindful 
of the fact that the Supreme Council 
had laid the responsibility on them and 
no one else. If a court of arbitration 
had been wanted, the Supreme Council 
could have chosen it itself. 

Viscount Ishii’s report was a carefully 
objective document. After explaining 
how he was forced by the shortness of 
the time to accept the task of making 
it himself, he asked that the decision of 
the Council, whatever, it was, be unani- 
mous. If it brought in a decision by 
a majority the matter would be no fur- 
ther advanced, for alréady in the Su- 
preme Council there was a majority. 
He declared that the Allies had prom- 
ised to abide by the decision of the 
Council. In his brief outline of the case 
he showed how complicated it was, but 
refrained from making any detailed 
analysis for the reason, he said, that 
he did not wish to advance any argu- 
ment or prejudice the case at this point. 

The case of Silesia, he said, was un- 
like that of Vilna, which was also before 
the Council, since in the Vilna case it 
was the contending countries, Poland 
and Lithuania, which had asked for ar- 
bitration. In this case neither Poland 
nor Germany had appealed to the 
League. 'The question of procedure, he 
said, was therefore of first rate im. 
portance. 

It was decided that the Council should 
take two days to consider how it was to 
proceed. 

One‘ member of the council re- 
marked to THr NEw YorK TIMES corre- 
spondent: ‘‘ The Council’s decision will 
be of a judicial, and not a politieal, na- 
ture. The Council’s conclusions must 
be ungnimous, and, if unanimity proves 
unattdinable, then the Council must 
perforce refer the matter to the Inter- 
national Court of Justice.”’ 

In the statement made by Viscount 
Ishii at the Council meeting, the thorny 
nature of the Upper Silesian problem 
clearly appears. The commission sent 
tc Upper Silesia to prepare a draft 
scheme for the fixing of boundaries was 
instructed to take into consideration the 
wishes of the inhabitants as shown by 


their voting, and also local geographical 
and economic conditions; but the voting 
last March did not make it possible to 
delimit: the Upper Silesian frontier ac- 
cording to these principles. 

Viscount Ishii insisted that the Coun- 
cil must consider the Upper Silesian 
problem as a whole and not concentrate 
its attention on any single district. He 
also reminded the Council that ‘the 


| delicate task of. tracing a frontier corre- 


sponding to the wishes of the people 
is rendered even more difficult by the 
obligation to meet at the same time 
their political and economic needs.”’ 

The Council will tomorrow discuss the 
Upper Silesian question in a routine ses- 
sion, when Dr. Wellington Koo, the 
Chinese Minister of London, will pre- 
side.

GENEVA, Aug. 29.—Germany will \not 
be admitted to ,»membership in_ the 
League of Nationg at the coming Assem- 
bly meeting here for the reason that 
she is not going to apply for it. For 
this course there are several reasons, 
but of these by far the most important 
is that the astute Germans are waiting 
to see what are the results of the Wash- 


ington conference. If they remain out 
of this League, they argue, they will be 
in an exceptionally good position to sup- 
port President Harding in the formation 
of that other association: of nations 
which he has inemind. In other words, 
they will be ready, should occasion arise, 
to please America. 

The. second reason for not pressing for 
admission is that it is. considered that 
the prospects in the Silesian, debate will 
be better if Germany remains this year 
a@-modest suppliant than if she is a new 
member of the League. For, if member- 
ship were sought, it might’ be possible 
to revive the digcussion, which was last 
year so _ easi provoked, about who 
started the war. With Silesia to be set- 
tled a discussion of that kind might be 
inadvisable. 

However, officials here have received 
an intimation that if nothing comes of 
President Harding’s plan Germany will 
apply for membership in the League 
next year.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29,.—Conversa- 
tions are in progress between the Ameri- 
can and Japanese Governments asa re- 
sult of which Secretary of State 
Hughes is hopeful that the problem of 
the status of the Island of Yap may be 
solved. prior to the meeting of the 
Washington disarmament conference, 
which will consider Pacific and Far 
Eastern problems. It was learned in a 
high quarter today that the United 
States Government is hopeful that a 
treaty or agreement may be concluded 
with the principal allied and associated 
powers, prior to the convocation of the 
Washington conference, by which not 
only the status of Yap. but also certain 
related mandatt questions, may be sat- 


isfactorily settled. 

It is regarded as practically certain 
that the other allied powers interested 
in the mandate proviem would wejcome 
any settlement of the Yap controversy 
which would be satisfactory to both 
Japan and the United States, though 
tecnically the formal approval of such 
a settlement by all the principal allied 
powers would probably be necessary. 

A treaty is regarded as the natural 
medium for.concluding any agreement 
on this subject. The position of the 
United States with regard to mandates 
in general, and Yap in particular, was 
fully set forth in sparen Hughes’s 
note of April5. The United States holds 
that it is one of several powers . which 
have equal rights in certain territories 
ceded by Germany. A controversy has 
arisen as to the disposition of those 
rights requiring a settlement. 

The position of the United States in 
regard to this, it is declared, has in 2 
wise been aWered by the signing of .t 
peace treaty with Germany. The ether 
‘“principal allied and associated 
powers” find themselves in the situa- 
tion of having agreed that Japan should 
have the mandate over Yap, and hav- 
ing proceeded, through the ‘Council of 
the League of Nations,.to grant that 
mandate. This Government has notified 
the powers‘that we cannot agree to 
that disposition of the mandate, and the 
other powers have replied that President 
Wilson ‘gave the assent of this Govern- 
ment-to the award. 

President Wilson has insisted that he 
gave no such assent, and just before 
he left the White House emphatically 
denied suggestions that he had e- 
quiesced in it, sending, a letter to t 
Department ot/ State on the subject. 
This Government has therefore assumed 
that President Wilson never gave his 
of Yap ts 
Japan, but it has gone still further in 
puinting out to the Allies that even if 
he had agreed it would not be binding 
upon this Government, as the United 
States can be bound only by a treaty.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—No battle 
between capital and labor will be staged 
with the coming national conference on 
unemployment -as the arena, if Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, has 
anything to do, with it. 

Secretary Hoover, who hds been re- 
quested by President Harding to draw 
up plans for the conference, to be held 
about the middle of September, said 
today that the meeting’s chief aim 
would be to solve the problem of those 
who need work, and that factional -is- 
sues should not play a part in the dis- 
cussion. 

While organized labor will be’ repre- 
sented, neither it nor capital, he indi- 
cated, will be allowed to inject subjects 
which might «imperil the whole Work 
of the meéting. 

‘““Such contentious questions as the 
closed shop, wages or condition of labor 
are to be strictly barred,’’ was the way 
Secretary Hoover put it. 

A ray of light was thrown on the un- 
employment situation by Secretary 
Hoover, who stated that the 5,735,000 
persons said by the Department of 
Labor to be now out of work included 
hundreds of those who participated in 
war work, when every!.one who could 
secure employment did so, even if only 
for the reason of acquiring more spend- 
ing money. ~ ~ 

For Survey of Unemployed. 


Mr. Hoover does not think that the 
outlook for the coming Winter is. as 
gloomy as has been pictured, so far as 
unemployment goes. However, the con- 
ference wilk devote its first efforts to 
securing as. accurate a survey. of unem- 
ployment as is possible. 

Details. of the conference are now 
being considered, and it is hoped to 
report these to President Harding 
within ten days. Mr. Hoover wishes 
to limit the -conference to from fifteen 
to twenty-five individuals, on the theory 
that more can ke accomplished by this 
number than by ‘an unwieldy conference 
of larger size. “ 

How long the sessions will continug 
is yet. unknown, but Secretary Hoover 
thinks the conference will require some 
time for its work, and he indicated to- 
day that-he certainly did not wish it to 
break up before actual results had been 
achieved. 

‘* The conference should develop some- 
thing realiy constructive which would 
relieve such problems as intermittent 
and irregular employment,’ he said. 


~~ 


Women to Aid Conference. 


It is.expected to draw the personnel 
of the conference from. representatives 
of great industries.% Attention will be 
paid to geographical location in select- 
ing the men—and women, too—for it is 
hoped. to have women as well as men 
present. All ‘‘ blocs’’ of industry and 
labor will be represented, it was ex- 
plained, so that these can co-operate in 
formulating complete unity of action. 

The problem of unemployment is held 
by Secretary Hoover to be strictly a 
human one, and to be viewed from that 
aspect rather than erym an economic 
angle. He said today he did not fdvor 
the demand for. “ liquidation of .labor,’’ 
as advanced before the Senate Finance 
Committee, as he did not believe that 
labor could be liquidated in the same 
fashion as finance. 

The Department of Labor and the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
are already working with Secretary 
Hoover. The Labor Department, 
through its statistical machinery, is col- 
lecting more data on unemployment, 
especially facts which will separate the 
permanent bread-winners from_ those 
who took on temporary work during the 
war years and in 1920. 

The Chamber of Commerce has ap- 
pointed a committee of manufacturers 
who have been working to bring ;the 
Department of _Commerce \into close 
touch with the country’s business, and 
this committee has been studying the 
unemployment problem. It is believed 
that manufacturers will be asked to 
solve the unemployment problem by 
giving work to more employes wherever 
their business warrants. 





Judge Nott on Appeal Upholds Mag- 
istrate’s 15-Day Sentence. 


A*sentence of fifte2n days in the city 
prison, passed oh Daniel Lieberman, 24 
years old, a woolen broker at. 160 Fifth 
Avenue, wno was convicted of speeding 
by Magistrate House in the Traffic 
Court on Aug. 10, was confirmed on ap- 
yeal by Judge Nott in General Sessions 
yesterday: Announcing that the con- 
viction ahd Sentence must be enforced, 
Judge Nott said: 

‘In view -of the defendant’s persist- 
ent violation of the traffic laws,-and in 
view of the many fatal accidents occur- 
ring due to reckless\driving and speed- 
ing, the sentence imposéd upon Lieber- 
man by Magistrate House seems to be 
rather merciful than severe.” i

Be of Few Members and] 


Execative Council of Federation 
Defers Definite Action Until 
Wages Are Settled.

ATLANTIC CITY; N. J., Aug. 29.— 
The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor at its session here 
today discussed the movement to. bring 
about ‘‘public ownership and democratic 
control’ of the country’s railroad/ sys- 
tems. Regarding the’ former, it was 
asserted that nothing definite can be 
expected for some months, as it is im- 
possible to bring together the leaders of 
the railroad uniens,. who are now fully 
eccupied with the wage _ reductign 
troubles. ‘fhe council announced that 
en investigation is under way regarding 
salaries‘of railroad executives, with the 
end of bringing pressure to have them 
reduced ‘‘ until other wage earners on 
railroads are paid sufficient to keep 
them in decency and comfort.”’ : 

The council made it plain that the 
American Federation of Labor would 
stand behind the railroad brotherhoods 
to the last in their stand on the wage 
controversies. 

The Executive Council announced to- 
day the outline of the proposed investi- 
gations of the usés of savings and funds. 
put in the banks and insurance com- 
panies by the wage earners. The coun- 
cil proposes to make an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the whole use and methods 
of the credit system and a careful 
analysis. of the Kenyon Rural Credit 
bill. ‘The proposal to organize the proxy 
voting power of the workers in mutual 
insurance companies also will be consid- 
ered. One repdrt submitted to the coun- 
cil today charged that funds and savings 
of the workers accumulated under the 
present credit system have been used to 
crush and destroy the trade union move- 
ment and impoverish the workers as 
well as the farmers. 

** Reports submitted by national and 
intérnational . unions. throughout... the 
country,’’ said thé council’s daily state- 
ment, ‘‘ clearly indicate that the so- 
called open-shop campaign and the ag- 
gressive hostility of unfair employers 
has strengthened rather than weakened 
the solidarity of the organized labor 
movements. While the Executive Council 
has given attention to the dark and 
selfish interests and forces at work to 
destroy the hope, aims and aspirations 
of the workers, it has also considered 
and welcomes the changing tendency and 
attitude of the Church toward the trade 
union movements. Likewise, the sup- 
port of the American women’s organiza- 
tions ig viewed with great hopefulness.”’ 


QLYMPIC SKIPPER HONORED. 


First Merchant Captain to Be Com- 
modore of R. N. R., Retired. 
Word was received yesterday by the 





‘International Mercantile Marine Com- 


pany that King George had promoted 
Captain Sir Bertram Hayes, D. S. O., 
to the rank of Commodore on the re- 
tired list of the Royal Naval Reserve, 
the first time that honor has. been 
granted to any officer in the merchant 
marine. He won the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Order and was made a Knight by 
the King for sinking two submarines off 
Portsmouth on May 12, 1918, when in 
command of the Olympic loaded with 
American troops.

That and Other Rulings, He Says, 


Safeguard Interests of Roads 
and Employes Alike.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Notwith- 
stariding the apparent decision of the ex- 
ceutives of the railroad brotherhoods 
to take a strike vote on the action of 
the Railroad Labor Board ordering wage 
reductions, W. Jett. Lauck, consulting 
cconomist of the railroad unions and 
former Secretary of the War Labor 
Board, today praised the course fol- 


luwed by the Railroad Labor Board as 
“‘ courageous, forward-looking and con- 
structive ’’ and declared that the—recent 
decision relative to punitive \ overtime 
had prevented a national railroad strike. 

The dedision of the Railroad Labor 
Board has not been altogether pleas- 
ing to either the railroad employes 
or the railroad managers in certain 
respects, Mr. Lauck says, but it is his 
opinion, that so far as_the public is con- 
cerned the work of the board has been 
one of the most constructive and stabi- 
lizing forces in industrial affairs since 
the end of the World War. : 

‘‘The unfortunate and deplorable sit- 
uation from the public standpoint,’’ Mr. 
Lauck said, ‘‘ has been that the labor 
policy of the railroads has been domi- 
hated by a group of financiers and rail- 
way executives, whose main object has 
been not to serve the public intelligent- 
y by. bringing about real railway ef- 
ficiency and economies, but to secure 
savings in operating costs by destroying 
just and reasonable standards of work 
and compensation. 

‘““The depressed condition of the trans- 
tip Ragpe industry, with the resultant 
ack of employment, has been favorable 
to their plans, as it has weakened the 
cconomict power of the employes. The 
Labor Board, however, has thwarted the 
indefensible efforts of this group by 
tiaintaining the right of collective bar- 
gaining on.a labor union basis, the 
eight-hour day and similar fundamental 
rights. It has also prevented an un- 
warranted reduction wages. It has 
been courageous, forward-looking and 
constructive from the standpoint of both 
the public and the transportation in- 
dustry.”’ 

After the armistice the great need of 
the country, Mr. Lauck said, was for a 


 sertes of principles or a code to govern 


industrial relations and conditions, so 
that the continuity of production might 
not be broken by strikes and that 
rnaaximum production might be attained 
at the lowest cost to the consumer. 

‘‘ The first industrial conference which 
was called by'President Wilson,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ turned cut to be a tragic 
failure. The steel strike, which might 
have been settled, as a consequence cost 
the country hundreds of millions of 
dollars, and the coal strike followed, with 
equally disastrous results, The second 
indugtrial conferencé called by the Presi- 
dent, the so-called Hoover conference, 
was equally futile. {t prepared an ex- 
tended report and recommended the 
establishment of elaborate machinery for 
the adjustment of labor disputes, but 
failed in its primary duty by failing to 
urge certain fundamental principles as 
mandatory upon the adjustment of dis- 

utes. Its work, therefore, has been of 
ittle value.”’ 

The Transportation act, however, w 
a step in the right direction, according 
to Mr. Lauck. It not only provided a 
board for the settlement of railroad 
labor controversies, but algo laid down 
as the constitution of this board a code 
of seven principles which should be man- 
datory upon the Railroad Labor Board 
in making its decisions. 

‘“‘The significant and praiseworthy 
feature of the board’s work,’’ said Mr. 
Lauck, ‘‘has been that it has gone 
beyond these seven standards and has 
laid down sixteen additional principles 
a3 mandatory upon its own action and 
upon collective bargaining between rail- 
way employes and management. Their 
recent decision relative to overtime has 
vndoubtedly eels a national rail- 
road strike. he aggregate of their. de- 
cisions has heen to provide a construc- 
tive, basis of procedure in railway in- 
dustrial relations which will not only 
safeguard the interests of the employes, 
safeguard the interests of the employes 
operate economically and in the public 
interest if railway management will co- 
operate properly with the railway work- 
ers."’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Administra- 
tion officials today ridiculed and repu- 
!diated the suggestion that the new 
treaty just signed between the United 
States and Germany contains any joker 
or other provision that would in any 
way permit the Executive to get the 
United States into the League of Na- 
tions without tHe consent of the Senate. 

In the same authoritative quarters it 
was emphasized. that the United States 
could not enter or become part of the 
League of Nations without a treaty, and 
that it was absurd to imagine that the 
United States Could. or would be com« 
mitted to membership or. participation 
in the League without the consent and 
against the will of the body which, 
under the American Constitution, has 
equal power with the Executive in the 
making of treaties. 

The suggestion that the new German; 
American treaty was so drafted as to 
leave the door open for possible mem- 
bership-of the United States in the 
League is predicated on,a construction 
sought to be given to the second and 
fourth paragraphs of Article II. of the 
German treaty which Commissioner 
Dresel signed at Berlin on Aug. 25. But 
those responsible for the drafting of the 
treaty insist that no such construction 
can be logically given to the language 
used; that not only was the treaty go 
drafted as to ‘‘ intend” that thé United 
States should not enter the League or 
be bound by anything in the treaty re- 
lating to tne covenant of the League, 
but that oe, word: employed in the 
treaty w carefully weighed and so 
shaded in, meaning as to carry out the 


avowed purposes of the Administration 
to have no participation in the League. 


The Paragraph in Question. 


So far as the League of Nations and 
the attitude of the Administration 
toward it at this time, are concerned, 
the pertinent part of the treaty is to 
be found ne Paragraph 2 of Article II., 
which read 

** That the United States shall not be 
bound by the provisions of Part of 
that treaty (the Treaty of HE Anke Oy 
nor by any provisions of that treaty, in- 
‘cluding those mentioned in Paragraph 1 
f this article, which relate to the 
covenant of the League of Nations, nor 
shall the United States be bound by any 
action taken by the League of Nations, 
or by the Council or by the Assembly 
thereof, unless» the United States shall 
ex) ressly give its assent to such action.”’ 

enators who were ‘“‘ irreconcilables ’’ 
during the memorable fight: in the 
Senate over the League Covenant, and 
who have since bitterly opposed the 
United, States having any part what- 
ever the work of the League, have 
been closely scrutinizing this and other 
parts of the new German treaty to 
assure themselves that no loophole is

President Harding and_ Secretary 
Hughes, it is understood, feel quite con- 
fident that no Senator ‘will be able to 
fairly read such a construction into the 
German treaty. Both also feel confi- 
dent that the treaty willbe ratified 
without amendment or reservation. 

At least one critic of. Article II. of 
the German treaty seeks to make it 
appear that the United States is not 


unless ‘“‘the United States’’ gives its 
consent, and that the; phrase ‘‘ unless 
the United States shall expressly give 
its consent to such aetion’’ omits all 
reference to Congress, as was insisted 
upon in certain of the Lodge reserva- 
tions to the Versailles treaty relating to 
the League. Administration — officials 
today challenged the accuracy of any 
of these allegations. It was made plain 
in an authoritative way that the new 
German treaty specifically provides that 
the United States shall not be bound by 
any provisions of the treaty of Versailles 
relating to the Covenant of the League 
of Nations, and that Paragraph 2 of 
Article II. of the German treaty says: 
“That the United States shall not 
be bound by the provisions of Part 1 
of that treaty, nor by any provisions 
of that treaty including those mentioned 
in Paragraph 1 of this article, which 
relates to the League oft.Nations.’’

MYSTERIOUS ‘MR. ZERO’ 
DROPS OUT OF BOSTON 


But ‘Down-and-Outs’ Get Usual 
Meal: Tickets and Hear He 
Will Return Today.

. BOSTON, Aug. 29.—The mysterious 
‘Mr. Zero,’’ big’ Brother of the jobless, 
who caused somewhat of a sensation in 
1915 by leaping into New York Harbor 
in a vain attempt td catch Hénry Ford’s 
peace ship, has left Boston. This be- 
came known today when he failed to 
appear at the ‘‘ Poor Men’s Club,” 
which he started at 31 Howard Street. 

It was announced, however, that ‘‘ Mr. 
Zero,’’ who is Urban J. Ledoux, form- 
erly United States Consul at Prague, 
had not duplicated his earlier feat and 
jumped overboard, but had been called 
to Buffalo, N. Y¥. 

The original plunge was caused by the 
belated desire of Ledoux to accompany 
the Ford peace party. He reached the 
dock just as the steamship was towed 
into the stream and leaped after it. He 
was rescued by boatmen. 

Numbers of the down-and-outs hurried 
today from their ‘‘ rooms’’ on the Bos- 
ton Common to Howard Street, only to 
find the ‘‘ club’’ with no trace of ‘‘ Mr. 
Zero’’ or his aid, ‘‘ Anna Jones.” 

One of the philanthropist’s lieutenants 
ennounced that ‘‘ Mr. Zero,’’ who has a 
wife and four children in Buffalo, was 
forced to return to that city to attend 
to business, but would be back in Boston 
tomorrow. 

‘Miss Jones,’” as she is called, ap- 
peared lgter and took up a stand on 
the opposite side of the street. She 
refused to state what her connection 
with the movement was, would not re- 
veal her right name and said ‘‘ Anna 
Jones ’’ was the first name she thought 
of. She admitted that she came from 
New York and that her family would 
obinet strenuously to her present activi- 

es.

It was 
not until Saturday last, it was said, that 
it was discovered that more of the 
bank's money had been misappropriated.

J. D. Cook of Los Angeles returned 
yesterday on the French’ liner Lorraine 
from a seven months’ tour around the 
world on what was really his..honey- 
moom It was the culmination of a war 
romance. He married Miss Russell of 
Sevenoaks, Kent, England, in her native 
town and brought her over to see his 
péople last Fall before starting for Ha- 
waii, Japan and China. In addition ta 
about 30 pieces of baggage Mrs. Cook 
had a quantity of jewelry, wedding gifts 


and family heirlooms. As she came to 
the United States as a non-resident, Mrs. 
Cook was entitled to bringin her jewels 
and personal effects free of duty. The 
customs officials said that about $10,- 

worth of pins, rings and earrings 
would have to go to the Appraiser’s 
Stores for the night until it was decided 
that she was entitled legally to be 
classed as a non-resident. 

Mr. Cook said he and his wife were 
in Tientsin, China, when the famine was 
severe and saw great suffering there and 
in the country to the south of Peking. 
Passenger traihs were not permitted to 
stop at some of the stations lest crowds 
attack them to get food. 

Mr. Cook said that at Singapore he 
took the train from the other side of 
the Straits of Johore to Penang and 
passed through the Malay Federated 
States. Kualg Lumpur, the heart of 
the rubber industry, was not so pros- 
perous as it was three years ago, he 
said. When they arrived at Colombo, 
Ceylon, the British authorities would 
not permit tourists to go across the Bay 
of Bengal“to Madras or to Bombey be- 
cause the steamships -were required for 
the use of troops and Government offi- 
cials going from and returning to India. 

Other passengers on the Lorraine were 
Colonel William Barclay Parsons, en- 
gineer of the New York subways, who 
had been on a trip with Mrs. Parsons 
over the battlefields on the western 
front. He said the trencnes at Arras, 
where he was a’commander of the Elev- 
enth Engineers, had been six feet a 
and six feet deep and now _were 
only filled in, but growing good crops. 

Mrs. John D. Spreckels Jr., widow of 
the Californian who was killed in an 
automobile accident, arrived on the Lor- 
raine with her little daughter. Mrs. 
Spreckels said she would leave at once 
for the Pacific coast. 

Other passengers on the liner were M. 
de Seies de Veynes of the French Em- 
\bassy at Washington, who is returning 
to make arrangements for the visit of 
Marshal Foch; Dr. A. G. Jarvis and L. 
Perrier, Chief Engineer of the Suez Ca- 
nal. Besides 153 first cabin, the Lor- 
raine had 227 second and 141 steerage

Famous Battle of Pitchers.

Incidentally «Pittsburgh got but one 
runner as far as third base.

In figuring out the chances ‘of either 
team, much stress is laid upon the num- 
ber of games to be played at home’ and 
on the road. It does not mean that a 


club necessarily will play better ball at 
home, since it frequently happens that} 
a team has a successful trip, and then | 
has an unsuccessful stay on the home 
grounds. As an example, the Yankees 
compiled their best winnffig streak of 
the year during the” second Western 
trip, when they took the final game! of 
a series at Chicago, followed with three 
straight at St. Louis, four, straight at 
Detroit and finally won the first game 
of the. Cleveland series. But, despite 
this success, there is no denying that a 
club normally .is a better winner at 
home than when traveling. Figures com- 
piled on the. 1920 pennant races by a 
statistician of the Baseball Magazine 
showed that not one of the sixteen ma- 
jor leagu clubs had as high a _ win- 
ping percentage away from home as at 
ome. 


Indians. Poor Road Club. 


Take the current season as another 
example. The Cleveland Indians, lead- 
ing in the American League pennant 
race, have fallen far below the. expecta- 
tions of their followers when: tgaveling. 
.At Dunn Field the world’s champions 
“won 48 games and lost 24 for a winning 
percentage of .667. On the road they 
have won 28 games and lost. 22 fora 
winning percentage of .560. Of thirty 
games which the Indians have played in 
the “East this season they have won 14 
and lost 16, There is something’ about 
playing on foreign fields and before un- 
friendly ctowds which seems to- handi- 
cap a ball-club, though, as mentioned 
above, the disadvantage is sometimes 
overcome. 

From the standpoint of playing at 
home the 'Yankees have all the‘ bettér 
of the remaining days of the schedule; 
Of the thirty-five games still to ‘be 
played by the Hugmen twenty-four are 
scheduled for the Polo Grounds as foi- 
lows: With Washington 4, with Boston 
5, with Philadelphia 1, with Chicago 2, 
and with Detroit, Cleveland and St.

Cleveland already has played 72 
games at Dunh Field and has only five 
more to play, three with the St. Louis 
Browns and two with Detroit, Cileve-

their games away from home. They 
have a total of 27 games to be played 
away from Cleveland as follows: o 
Detroit 6, at St. Louis 3, at Chicago 2, 
at New York 4, at Philadelphia 4, at 
Washington 3, at Boston 3. .

thority on conservation, who _ insists 
that the Ford proposal should@ be mod- 
ified to conform more to ‘‘ the 
Rooseveltian conservation program.” 

The. Rooseveltian conservation pro- 
gram has been one of this country’s 
chief blessings, long and deeply dis- 
guised. Sometimes its foundation 
principle ‘has: seemed to be the denial 
of anybody's right to make a dollar 
by developing the natural resources of 
the United States. The Water Power 
Conservation law: is a blessing, of 
course, but while Congress wrangled 
over it for years miltions of dollars 
ready to be invested in water power 
developments were turned to other 
uses. The famous “‘ program "” has 
compelled the people of Alaska to pay 
$20 a ton or more for wood as fuel 
because they were forbidden to mine 
the coal at their doors. The conserva- 
tionist shudders at the thought that 
some one might make money mining 
Alaskan coal. Out in Oregon, in 
Washington, and many of the far- 
away States, men grow derisory or 
abusive when they speak of the ‘’ con- 
servation program.” They ought not 
to talk in that way—it is an approach 
to blasphemy. ‘ 

No doubt the rule of ‘‘ ‘all the traffic 
will. bear ” should be applied to Mr. 
Ford and his proposal.. The question 
is how much will the traffic bear? 
His offer to take this white elephant 
off the Government’s hands aston- 
ished everybody. The plant is of 
‘enormous cost, of limited use. The 
fact of the offer, not its terms, had 
general attention. The question for 
the Government is whether it shall 
reject Mr. Forp’s offer on the grounds 
set forth by Mr. PingHot—that it does 
not conform to theRooseveltian pro- 
gram—therefore assuming the very 
considerable risk that down to the end 
of recorded time it will never have 
another offer from anybody on any 
terms; or whether it should make the 
best bargain it can with Mr. Forp, and 
so get some return on the great ex- 
penditure at Muscle Shoals. It seems 
to us it is first of ‘all a matter of 
Government business; that it has 
about as much to do with the Roose- 
veltian conservation program as it has 
with the inclination of the ecliptic.

AFTER THE TREATY. 


Concerning the new treaty with 
Germany the attitude of the )Wash- 
ington Administration is distinctly 
apologetic. Spokesmen ‘for Secretary 
-HuGHES explain that, in the circum- 
stances, he did the best he could.

it would not have been possible for 
him to go further in accepting the Ver- 
sailles Treaty.

BRAINS AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Barring a single infelicitous phrase, 
Secretary Hoover’s announcement 
with regard to President HARDING'S 
unemployment conference is temper- 
ate and of good omen. ‘‘ It is incon- 
ceivable,” he says, ‘‘ that America, 
‘‘ with its surplus in food and cloth- 
‘Sing, with housing—though crowded 
‘«_.and with an abundance of fuel, 
‘* could allow any suffering among 
‘*those of our own people who desire 
‘*to work.” Such a situation is para- 
Goxical, lamentable, tragic—but un- 
fortunately all too eonceivable. Hard 
times have recurred with something 
very like cyclic regularity, and a lead- 
ing feature has generally beeh les- 
sened consumption, or, to put it the 
other way, overproduction. Thanks 
to the war, the civilized world is 
drained of ready resources as never 
before, and the organized interna- 
tional co-operation that might have 
forestalled embarrassment, has been 
rendered impossible, largely by our 
own blind prejudices. If anything is 
‘‘ inconceivable ” it is that we should 
altogether escape the logical result 

the crisis through which we are 
passing. 

In spite of Mr. Hoover's phrase, he 
would doubtless be the first to grant 
the truth of all this. Nowhere does 
his statement give promise of direct 
financial aid to the unemployed. That 
could only result in waste and misdi- 
tection of energy—a vast increase of 
the burden of taxation and a crippling 
of the very, industries which, under 
the spur of individual initiative, afford 
the only sound basis of future pros- 
perity.. One great resource remains, 
however, which hitherto has never 
been mobilized—a nationally repre- 
sentative conference of all the ele- 
ments in the situation, which-shall be 
inspired by a spirit of mutual sacri- 
fice and _ enlightened self-interest. 
The gist of Mr. Hoover's /anpounce- 
ment lies in the. following phrase: 
‘*A broad study of the economic 
‘“measures desirable to ameliorate 
‘*the unemployment situation and 


‘* give impulse to the recovery of 
‘* business and commerce te normal.” 

In similar crises hitherto this has 
never been possible—perhaps not even 
** conceivable.” There have been far 
too many employers of the type re- 
vealed by SAMUEL UNTERMYER in the 


Lockwood committee hearings, far 
too many unionists of the type of 
BRINDELL. But that has never been 
the chief obstacle.. In the lack of any 
broadly constructive program, the 
more intelligent type of employer and 


employed have remained at. logger- 
heads, ‘each jealously guarding its 
own gains and its strategic position 
for the future. This is the case to- 
day. How far employers have of late 
been animated by a purely factional 
view of the situation it is not possible 
to tél, for they have had the wisdom 
of silence; but Mr. Gompsrs has been 
loudly and vehemently outspoken in 
his proclamation of a narrow, class- 
limited policy—in his demand of privi- 
leges for labor which are today quite 


impossible and which at any time 


could be achieved only by a frank 
and free co-operation of all the indus- 
trial forces that make up the nation., 

Into. this situation, 
eternal deadlock, Mr. Hoover has 
thrown the catalyst of an idea. There 


is and always has been a third factor, 


in the industrial problem, the educated 
technician who is neither capitalist 
nor hand laborer but the executive 
brains of both. Specifically, there is 
the. Society of American Engineers. 
Almost a year ago Mr> Hoover began 


a nation-wide research into industrial 


‘conditions with a view to. precisely | 
such crises as the one now ednfronting 
us.

News of the Greek reverse on the

A French 
correspondent at Constantinople as- 
serts that the right wing of the Greek 
army has been cut off from the main 
body. It must be considered that the 
French have always had their doubts

campaign. French comment upon the 
operations is” likely to be ‘prejudiced. 
To so high an authority as Marshal 
Focu has been attributed the view 
that the Turks would prove too strong 
for the Greeks on the defensive. But 


the Turks, it is. reported, have now 


taken the offensive, forcing the enemy 
across-the Sakaria and taking prison- 
ers and guns.

Mr. Gompers, like 
many other people, 
is well aware of the 
opportunity for a 
further exposition of

Utilizing an opportunity thus given to 
him in THE Times report of a speech 
he made the other day in Atlantic City, 
Mr, GOMPERS, in the Netter we printed 
yesterday, showed something less than 
his usual courtesy to a newspaper which, 
though it frequently has been obliged to 
disagree with him in regard to economic 
and social questions, always has treated 
him with consideration and always cred- 
ited him with honesty of intention. 

For he wrote that ‘‘it appears to be 
a strange coincidence that, in the mis- 
quoted version, that which is favorable 
to labor and unfavorable to employers 
was deleted.” 

If Mr. Gompers thinks that THE TIMES 
edits its news dispatches in that way 
he has read it to little purpose. But he 
cannot think so, really, and certainly the 
example he gave did not prove it, for, 
while he might have preferred to have 
the passage in question printed in eleven 
lines, as he spoke it, instead of the 
seven lines that were accorded the dif- 
ference between the two was not only 
small—it was just such a condensation 
as would be likely to be made by a re- 
porter who knew that the space at his 
command was limited. Moreover, the 
transcript of which Mr. Gempers speaks 
was not given to the press until ‘several 
hours after it was necessary to file the 
dispatch for a morning newspaper. 

, This would be-a late day for THE 
‘Times to begin the sort of editing he 
charges—far too late to balance, if to do 
so were necessary or desired, the in- 
numerable statements favorable to labor 
and, unfavorable to employers, made by 
Mr. Gompers and others, that already 
have appeared in its columns. 

His claim for a ‘‘ correction ’’ was de- 
cidedly dubious in this instance, but a 
chance to make it was given to him, 
nevertheless.

Sunday’s accident near 
Philade!phia, in which an 
aviator of the sort called 
**commercial:’’ perished 
with his two passengers— 
& woman and her little son—illustrated 
anew the need that there should be more 
regulation of this sort of flying than it 


now has. As a matter of fact, in most 
States it now has none at all, and in 
none of them is there as much inspééfion 
of machines and as rigid requirements 
Aiiat the aviator shall be competent as in 
the present condition of the art there 
ought to be. 

It is reported that in the case under 
consideratioa, the gasoline tank of the 
machine was found, after. it fell, to be 
empty, and this is supposed to have 
caused the stoppage of the engine at the 
always delicate moment of approaching 
the ground, and so to have caused the 
disaster. That, if true, indicates that 
the aviator was careless, and that there 
was nobody else to see that his machine 
was properly equipped before it started 
on its trip. 

Such carelessness is not incompatible 
with the statement that he was a skilled 
and experienced operator of. airplanes, 
for as a class it is their habit} and their 
business‘to take chances with their lives, 
and they sometimes take chances thatare 
unnecessary as well as those which in 
flight still are, and probably always will 
ke, unavoidable. “But an especial degree 
of caution obviously is demanded from 
aviators who appeal to the general pub- 
lic for patronage. Such caution all of 
them use some of the time and some of 
them—perhaps most of them—all of the 
time. Flying in many cities all over the’ 
country, they. daily take aloft several 
hundred people, and, as a rule, these 
little journeys through the air are made 
in safety. 

That is the creditable side of this new 
and interesting industry. The occasional 
accidents. are the other side, and some 
of them, at least, would\be prevented by 


a, better system of official oversight.

Yet the United ‘States is no nearer the 
abolition ef capital punishment than .it 
was twenty or fifty years ago—and that 
was not very near. And there is ‘not 
much in the common belief or feeling 
that ‘“‘no man would die with a lie on 
his lips,’’ as the old saying is. Men will 
Gie so, and not a few of them, if for no 
other reason than to lessen the disgrace 
which they have. brought upon their fam- 
ilies and relatives. x 

It would not’ do, of course, to see in 
the fact that the murderers who escape 
death at the hands of the law are vast- 
ly more numerous than the innocent men 
who die because of the law’s mistakes a 
reason for continuing capital punish- 
ment. Yet that fact does have some 
bearing on the problem, and it cannot 
be ignored entirely. Society has a right 
to defend itself, and it is not under any 
obligation to be infallible. Its only obli- 
gation is to doAts best to be just, and 
that, in regard to murders, it does try 
to be, though with a strong leaning to- 
ward mercy.

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CAN IRELAND SECEDE? 


A Part of the United Kingdom, Rep- 
resented in Parliament. ~- 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent says that Ireland 
never was part of England and that, 
therefore, it can se¢ede, although the 
Southern States, which were a part of 
the United States, had no right to do so. 
The lady forgets that the secession pro- 
posed by Sinn Fein is not from England, 
but from the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Irelarf@. The union has 
been in effect ever since 1801. During 
all this period Irish members have sat 
in the Parliament of the United King- 
dom and have sometimes had a con- 
trolling influence there. The represen- 
tation of Ireland’ for at least thirty 
years has been far greater than its 
proportionate population justified. Dur- 
ing this period the various abuses of 
which the Irish in many cases justly 
complained have been removed. Great 
sums have been paid out of the ex- 
chequer of the United Kingdom in order 
to enable tenants to take up land in Ire- 
land, and now, finally, Home Rule ts 
given on terms that would have been 
welcomed by Parnell, McCarthy and 
Redmond. 

It is plainly impossible for the United 
Kingdom to Consent to the secession ot 
Ireland, just as it was for the United 
States to consent to the secession of 
the Southern States. It is very much 
to be hoped that a friendly understand- 
ing may now be arrived at. Chief Jus- 
tice White ‘said not long before his 
death that it was a great blessing to 
the South that the secession had failed. 
Sinn Feiners will say the same thing 
forty years from now and be proud to 
be. members of the British Empire.

Are Mrs. Harrison, The 
Associated Press correspondent, and Cap- 
tain Cooper-and Emmett ‘Kilpatrick pre- 
varicators? Is«the Hearst reporter the 
quintessence of veracity and exactness? 

Little dreaming that these bewildering 
questions could be easily answered, I 
went to hear Patrick Quinlan speak on 
his experiences in Soviet Russia. The 
Paterson’ strike leader’s picture of Rus- 
sia. was gloomy and disheartening. He 
said even with a fair harvest annually 
it would take ten years to-recover. The 
deplorable lack of skilled and trained 
help’ was the most serious handicap the 
Soviet had to meet. To me this startling 
statement was a confession that the Bol- 
sheviki had little or’ no industrial ca- 
pacity, the chief factor in a successful 
co-operative enterprise. 

In reply_to several questions Mr: Quin- 
lan said that the food given to the pris- 
oners consisted of one Russian pound of 
black bread, a bowl of vegetable soup, 
a bowl of cabbage soup or water, some 
very weak tea and some dried fish three 
times a. week. A package of inferior 
cigarette tobacco was given each pris- 
oner every fifteen days. The food varied 
in the. different prisons and camps, 
slightly better in some and worse in 
many. For bedding the prisoners had 
bags of straw and blankets. In the 
policé stations Quinlan said though pris- 
oners might have been locked up, for 
months they were never given blankets. 
‘ Asked what he’as a radical thought of 
the Russian Government with its com- 
munistic dictatorship, the labor leader 
evasively replied that the Government 
of .Russia was for the people of that 
country to.decide.. If it pleased them, 
then the character of it was no business 
of outsiders. 

Unlike the parlor Bolsheviki of the 
type of Louise Bryant, Mr. Quinlan-has 
the courage of his convictions. He has 
been imprisoned for his radicalism while 
others were exiting ‘the woes of the 
workers of the United States, Russia 
and other countries. His statements re- 
garding the American prisoners in Soviet 
Russia substantiate: what Emmett Kil- 
patrick has said. It certainly disposes 
of the fantastic fiction of Louise Bryant.

Personal Expenditure Tax. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I request the courtesy of your columns 
for a word at this critical moment about 
the ‘so-called -‘‘ luxury’’ tax? This’ tax is 
one of the most iniquitous and unconsidered 
taxes that have ever been imposed upon a 
people, and should be. repealed at. once. 
There are many reasons, but it. will\ suffice 
for me to give but one. Since the tax was 
first put into effect the average merchant 
dealing in luxuries (so called) has suffered 
& decline in business, the chief reason being, 
that a customer who is considering a pur- 
chase of luxury objects already feels (often 
erroneously) that the merchant is making’ an 
exorbitant profit out of him, and he ‘* sees 
red ’’ when the matter-of the additional 
tax is mentioned. As a result, the sale is 
very often not made; the merchant loses, 
and the Government loses in more ways 
than one. 

The profit on_a diamond (in a reputable 
store) is nothing like a customer imagines. 
{t to be. Many years ago I learned that 
fact through experience. But with the sat 
idea in his mind, and the additional tax in 
view, a great percentage of customers puts 
off. the purchase, and the dealer and Gov- 
ernment both lose as a result. 

Taxation should and can be made intelli- 


gent and beneficial. It is not intelligent or 
beneficial when it works against the retail 
storekeeper, because the retailer, along with 
constitutes the baekbone of the 
United States. ¥ 

Representative Mills’s personal’ expendi- 
ture amendment, as reported in Tue Times 
of today, is a very different matter. It. is 
tommendable from the standpoint of the 
business man, the public ahd the, Govern- 
ment. It would not scare a purchaser from 
entering a store, as the luxury fax does; but 
it. would give the merchant a chance to 
make a sale da later on would impose a 
small tax on“the purchaser for Seep. spent 
the money. 

Under the luxury tax ae has become 
stagnant. A sales tax would result in prob- 
ably the same thing, as.it would be imposed 
upon the .purchaser at the time of the 
I: therefore submit that a per- 
sonal expenditure tax is not only just but 
that it will remove- one of the great dis- 
advantages under which merchants operate 
today. I trust the House Ways and Means’ 
Committee will give serious consideration to 
Mr. Mills’s proposal. It should afford the 
relief for which business is crying.

Importers of foreign merchandise can, 
with little effort, prove that they are 
paying much more today in American 
dollars than they were in 1914. :

Author and. Ynventor and Alrcraft 
Expert Dies Suddenly. 


Frederick:-Ufham Adams, author and 
inventor, died suddenly of heart disease 
Sunday night at his home in Larchmont, 
N. Y. He had played a round of golf 
during the day and seemed in good 
health. Mr. Adams was born in Boston 


Dec. 10, 1859, studied mechanical engi- 
eering and practiced that profession 
or several years. He invented the elec- 
tric lamppost’ now standard in_ the 
United States. From 1894 to 1897 he 
was smoke inspector in Chicago and in 
1900 he constructed an éxperimental 
train for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
that broke speed records.

INDICT MINE LEADERS 


Keeney and Mooney, With Two 
Organizers, Are Accused in Last 
Year’s Fatal Outbreak. 


WILLIAMSTON, W. Va. Aug. 29.— 
Indictments today were returned by a 
Special Grand Jury in session here 
against C. F. Keeney and Fred Mooney, 
President and Secretary, respectively, of 
District 17, United Mine Workers of 
America, and C. H. Wortman, an inter- 
national organizer for the Minérs 
Union, in connection with the deaths 
last May. of Ambrose Gooslin and Dan 
Whitt. ‘The two men were killed dur- 
ing the three Gaye! shooting in -Mingo | 
County during the week of May 13. 
David Robb, an International organizer 
for the. miners, also was indicted as an | 
accessory before the fact in ‘connection 
with the death of William McMullen, a 
j last June. . McMullen 
was shot while on guard duty. ; 

Prosecuting: Attorney. S. D. Stokes to- 
night announced that he had sent capi- 
ases- for the arrest of Keeney. and 
Mooney to the Sheriff of Kanawha 
County. The men will be\called trial, 
he said, at the regular term of court 
commencing Sept. 5. 

Highteen other indictments charging 
various offenses were returned. Six of 
them -were against persons -charged in 
connettion with McMullen’s death. and 
five dealt with the burning of a ar 
Hagle Coal Company tipple on May.15.

WOMEN INVENTORS SUE 
BANKS, PACKERS, OILMEN 


$120,000,000 Claim for Army 
. Ration Biscuit Names Rockefel- 
lers Among Defendants.

CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—Banks, packers, 
the Standard Oil Company of all States, 
John D. Rockefeller and others were 
named defendants in a suit filed today 
by Mrs. Louise Osborn Farson, who 
claims damages to the extent of $120,- 
000,000. This is the second suit brought 


by. Mrs. Farson and her sister, Miss 
Grace Osborn. The first suit was 
brougat in Omaha in 1919. ; 

The sisters maintained that they had 
invented an army ration, a biscuit made 
of pork and beans, which was appropri- 
ated by the defendants, and that the 
packers, bankers and-~biscuit manufac- 
‘turers had conspired against them to 
prevent the manufacture and sale of the 
biscuit. 

The @efendants in the bill are Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co.. Morris & Co., the 
Cudahy Packing Company, John D. 
Rockefeller, John D. Rockefeller Jr., the 
Union: Stock Yards Company, Logan 
Bryan, First, National Bank of Chicago, 
J. B. Forgan and D. B. Forgan, Henry 
S. Robbins, Max Pam, Charles M. 
Schwab, the late T. P. Shonts, Ward 
Baking Company, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of all States and the Riggs Na- 
tional Bank of Washington. 
All these corporations, firms and in- 
dividuals, the bill asserts, conspired to 
prevent the manufacture and sale of 
the ration. / 

It was in 1901 that Mrs. Farson an- 
nounced her discovery. While stoppin 
in Chicago she claimed that 30,006 
pounds of the biscuit had been success-

Statement From the Secretary of 
‘War—Operators Telegraph Their’ 
Views to the President. 


Special to The New York. Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 29. — Pregident 
Harding and Secretary of War Weeks, 
who returned to Washington from New 
Hampshire this morning, conferred at 


the White House this afternoon relative 
to the«situation in the disordered. mine 
regions of West Virginia and approved 
the report submitted by Brig. Gen. 
Har . Bandholtz, who was sent to 
West Virginia by the President on an 
peal of Governor Morgan of that 
State to handle the situation. “On the 
basis of General Bandholtz’s report it 
was decided that no Federal troops 
would be sent to the region. , 

On leaving the White House Secretary 
Weeks said a letter had been received’ 
from Governor Morgan’ \describing the 
situation as peaceful’ as the result of 
the visit of General Bandholiz. Secre- 

ry Weeks id that General Band- 
holtz had conferred with the various 
factions and had been assured by their 
leaders that the men would: return to 
peaceful pursuits, "hy 


Secretary Weeks issued a formal state- 
ment, with the President’s approval, re- 
viewing what had been done_by the Gov- 
ernment in the West Virginia situation 
and stating that, as a result of his in- 
vestigation, General Bandholtz is of the 
opinion that the State of West Virginia 
had made ‘only a feeble attempt to 
check the growth of the insurgent move- 
ment or to keep in reasonable touch 
with its progress.” 

After reviewing the West Virginia 
situation and quoting Governor Mor- 
gan’s appeal to Washington for Federal 
troops, Secretary Week’s statement con- 
oe ¢ 

**General Bandholtz arrived at the 
Capitol Building in Charfeston .about 

: : oa of 26, studied the situa- 
tion frcm available information, and 
immediately requested that Governor 
Morgan and the officers of the, United 
Mine Workers of America see hin) at the 
Capitol Building without delay. All par- 
ties‘arrived about 4 A. M. The Governor 
explained the situation and stated in 
effect that he felt obliged to make the 
humiliating admission that the State 
could n” longer handle the situation. 

‘‘ Messrs. Keeney, Mooney and Hous- 
ton were next admitted, these gentle- 
men being, respectively. President, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer and attorney, ~District 
17 of the United Mine. -Workers of 
America... They were briefly and cour- 
teously informed “that a condition at 
least verging on insurrection existed in 
the State of West Virginia, that this 
condition was due to the action of mem- 
bers of District 17, that leadership 4n- 
tailed responsibilfty as well as preroga- 
tives, and that in case a state of mar- 
tial law -~were proclaimed, the leaders 
would be held strictly accountable. 

“At 5:30 A. M. Messrs. Keeney and 
Mooney left to check the forward march 
of Ahe miners and to induce them 
to rgturn. About 3:30 P. M. they re- 
porttd by telephone that the movement 
had been checked and that, the men had 
voted to return. 

‘“‘ As a result of his investigation Gen- 
eral Bandholtz is of the opinion that 
the State had made only a feeble at- 
tempt to check the growth of the insur- 
sent movement or to keep in regsonable 
touch. With.its progress. West Virginia 
has a State constabulary of about 200 
members, which, if properly, utilized, 
coulc “have prevented or dela'yed the in- 
itial assembly of the miners at. Mar- 
met within about ten miles of the State 
Capitol. The \egislature before adjourn- 
ment passed a National Guard Enabling 
act, effective July 1, but -by Aug, 26 
only an Adjutant General had been‘ ap- 
pointed.’’ 

President Harding received a telegram 
today from Harry Olmsted, Chairman 
of the Labor Committee. of the Opera- 
tors’ Association of the Williamson 
Field, at Williamson, W. Va., in which 
he declared that the so-called industrial 
strife would cease *jmmediately if the 
United Mine Workers of America “‘ are 
forced to discontinue their lawless ac- 
tion.’’ The Olmsted telegram reads: 

‘*In- considering the appeal made to 
you by John L. Lewis, President of the 
United Mine Workers of America, as re- 
ported in the newspapers Saturday 
morning last, we deem it proner that 
you should do so with the advice that 
the operators’ association of the Wil- 
liamson field has steadily and uncom- 
promisingly refused to deal with or con- 
fer with that organization. and must 
continue to abstain. from doing so. 

“Every. mine within this coal field is 
fully manned and is amply prepared to 
produce peak tonnage should business 
require and -were \orders forthcoming. 
the. production record for “May and 
June last were record breakers in this 
field.. The workmen in this field are in 
ratio of nine to one, at the least, men 
who, whether from desire or intimidation 
or force, bécame members. of the United: 
Mine Workers organization at the outset 
of the strike, but later repudiated their 
union pledges to reclaim their jobs. 

‘“* Approy mately 5,000 of them, which 
number practically included every work- 
man in the field, signed petitions dur- 
ing June last praying the Senate Com- 
amittee on Education and Labor, which 
committee was charged by a Senate res- 
olution with an investigation of our labor 
conditions, to make no finding which 
would commit this field to the domina- 
tion ne the United Mine Workers. of 
America. 

‘During the last six months the name 
of Mingo has become a household word 
throughout the United States. The en- 
tire couhtry has. been lcoking on an in- 
terested spectator while Mingo County 
operators have blocked the game of the 
conspirators whose aim it was to con- 
trol and submerge coal production in 
West Virginia. To the coal operators 
belonging to this association and their 

yal employes is due the credit for say- 

ng, through the industry in this State, 
the people of the United States from 
being frozen into submission to the de- 
mands of the United Mine Workers, and 
the Government from being subjected to 
the conditions through which Great Brit- 
ain ‘has just passed.’ 

-‘* We do not doubt that you are ad- 
vised of the recent events within this 
State wherein the officials and members 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
contrived and executed an open armed 
insurrection against the officers and 
laws of this State, which vicious and 
unlawful act ‘properly subjects them to’ 
the charge of treason ‘against the State.

OF AUTO; ARRESTED 


Albert Gross Accused of Defy- 
ing Detectives in Front of 
Prohibition Headquarters. 


FOUR RAIDS ON LONG ISLAND 


Federal Prohibition Agents Make 
Arrests in Three Road Houses 


and a Dance Hall. 


Albert Gross, 88 years old, of Garden 
City, L. I., who said he was President 
of the American Oil Refining Company 
of this city, was locked up in the West 
Twentieth ‘Street Station yesterday on 
a/ charge of interfering with Detective 
Struckman of Police Headquarters when 
Struckman and Detective Sheridan at- 
tempted to search an automobile in 
which, Gross was seated in front of the 
Federal prohibition headquarters at 40 
West Twenty-seventh Street. 

Struckman said that the police had 
been informed that occupants of many 
of the automobiles which pull up to the 
prohibition _ headquarters every day 
carry pistols on permits issued by a 
Justice of thé Peace in Long Island, 
and that he and Sheridan had been as- 
signed to arrest those found in posses- 
sion of pistols, regardless of the per- 
mits. 

He said that when he asked Gross for 
permission to search his automobile 
Gross declared: ‘‘ You can’t search this 
car. I don’t care if you are a detec- 
tive. I’ll call up the Mayor if you 
touch me.’’ 

Struckman said that when he arrested 
Gross for interfering with him in the 
performance of his duty Gross shouted 
to several men who crowded about the 
car: ‘‘Call up Mayor Hylan, and tell 
him a good friend or his is being 
pinched.’’ The detective added | that 
several of the men in the crowd advised 
him to release Gross, or he surely would 
be ‘broke ’’ from the force.

SWEPT OVER NIAGARA 


Body Recovered on Rocks Identi- 
fied as That of E. H. Rippon 
of Buffalo. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Aug. 29.— 
Edward H. Rippon of Buffalo was 
swept over the Bridal Veil Fall at 
Niagara this afternoon and dashed to 
death on the rocks below. \ The body 
was recovered within two hours—a rec- 
ord for recoveries of Falls victims—and 
identified as that of Rippon. 

Rippon’s skull was fractured when he 
fell head first on the big rocks at the 
base of the falls.. The body then passed 
out about twerity feet and became 
wedged between the .rocks in small 
rapids near the Cave of the Winds., 

Reservation Superintendent B. R. Wal- 
denberger ‘and Harold Wright, in charge 
of the Cave of the Winds, made 
bridge of planks between two big rocks, 
crawled out on the planking, secured 
the body with ropea, and drew it slowly 
back to solid ground. It was a hazard- 
ous feat, with thé waters of the cataract 
thundering about the rescuers.

William E. Smith Sald to -Have 
Agreed He Would Disregard

A’ promise. by Mrs. Beatrice Provost 
Nugent of 530 West End Avenue that 
she would not disclose to the late Mrs. 
Roxy Maria. Smith the recent marriage 
of William BE. Smith of the Hotel Bilt- 
More (Mrs..Smith’s son and Mrs, Nu- 
gent’s uncle) was described in papers 
filed im-the Supreme Court yesterday as 
one of the alleged considerations for, an 
agreement by Smith to sharé equally 
with his niece an estate of almost $10,- 
000,000. This wealth was left to Smith 
under the terms of: the will of his 
mother, widow of William Van Rensse- 
laer Smith, a member of the firm of 
Arbuckle Brothers, who died in her 
eighty-eighth year on Aug. 6. . Smith 
is 61. 

Mrs: Nugent, in the complaint filed 
yesterday by her attorney, Henry M. T. 
Beekman, 111. Broadway, maintains that 
it was the original wish of her grand- 
father that she should share generously 


in his estate. On her behalf it was said 
that Mrs. Nugent did not know what 
provisions had been made for-her in-the 
will when on Aug. 2 last she agreed not 
to tell her grandmother of her uncle’s 
marriage to Clair Staley Smith. Mrs. 
Smith is her husband’s junior by about 
twenty years. 

It was further alleged that Smith had 
made an assignment of annuities and 
mortgages valued at $2,500,000 to his 
bride, who was seeking to withdraw 
them from their repositories. An ap- 
plication for a temporary injunction, re- 
straining both from this plan, and pro- 
hibitidg. Mrs. Smith from. pressing a 
suit.of replevin in the City Court against 
the American Trust Company, was-made 
last. Saturday before Supreme Court 
Justice Isidore :‘Waservogel. ..The order}. 
was. returnable yesterday when _ tke 
papers for Mrs. Nugent were filed and 
the case adjourned. until next Friday. 
When the casé comes up. counsel for 
Mrs. :Nugent will make a motion to con- 
tinue permanently the temporary re- 
straining order. 

The papers throw no light on the 
identity of Mrs. William HB. Smith other 
than that she was. married to Mrs. Nu- 
gent’s uncle on June 10 last, that Mrs. 
“Roxy Maria. Smith never knew of the 
wedding. and that the latter did not wel- 
eome Mrs. William E. Smith at times 
when the latter visited her before the 
marriage. ; : : 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith are now living in 
the Hotel .Biltmore, where Mrs. Smith 
referred:all questions to I.“T. Flatto, at- 
torney, of 261 Broadway. 

Mr. Flatto said that the allegations 
with reference to Mrs. Smith were un- 
founded. -He asserted that there was no 
secrecy about her marriage to Mr. Smith 
and that the mother of Mr. Smith knew 


Roxy Maria Smith made the plans her- 
self. : 

“The only reason that Mr. Smith’s 
mother didn’t attend the ‘wedding was 
because she was ill, and her illne®s 


eventually resulted in her death,’”’ ex- 
plained Mr. Flatto. ‘‘ We intend to dis- 
prove the allegation that the match was 
one that was objectionable to the mother 
of Mr. Smith. We iritend to produce the 
affidavits cf five witnesses) showing that 
Mrs. Roxy Maria Smith knew all about 
the wedding and made the plans for it.”’ 

Asked about the antecedents of Mrs. 
Clair Staley Smith, he said that. she 
came of a prominent Philadelphia fam-

Mrs, Nugent alleged in her complaint 
that her grandfather, William Van 
Rensselaer Smith, ‘once made a_ will, 
leaving the bulk of his ‘fortune to his 
son and her father, Clarence E. Smith, 
who afterward died, and that the grand- 
fatrer_ made another will in favor of his 
wife, Roxy Maria Smith.

Connsel 
for Mrs, Nugent, when asked yesterday 
whether or’not a ;contest of this wil) 
was contemplated, said it was too early

The papers in the injunction proceed- 
ing stated.that on Aug. 2, just prior to 
the death of Mrs. Roxy Maria Smith. 
her son entered fnto an agreement with 
his niece to divide equally the estate of 
his mother regardless of any provisions 
in the will. It was further alleged that 
this agreement was made because of the 
fear. of disinheritance entertained by 
Smith inthe event that his ‘mother 
learned of his marriage. Mrs. Nugent 
agreed on her part to -share equally 
with her uncle any bequests made to 
her, it was said. : 

The papers indicated that more than 

,000, of guaranteed mortgages, now 
in the keeping of the American Trust 
Company, were to have been divided 
equally between uncle and niece under 
the terms of their alleged agreement.

TO PRESENT WELLS 


Rocky Mountain Deposits De- 
clared ‘Richer Than in Scat- 
land, Assuring Future Supply. 


“WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Recent in- 


vestigations by the Geological Survey 
are held by its experts to indicate that 
in the Rocky Mountain States 
are enormous ‘quanities of oil shales 
which can be made to yield hydrocarbon 
oils to a much greater extent than we 
can hope to obtain from our oil wells.’

A summary of the report, in brief, 
continues that there are no commercial 
oil-shale plants operating in this coun- 
try at the present time, although there 
is a well-established industry in Scot- 
land. 

Many American shale deposits are 
richer in recoverable. oil than Scotch 
shales now being worked, and probably 
nearly equal in nitrogen content, which 
is a measure of recoverable ammonia. 

Market conditions for shale products 


are less -favorable in this country than 
in Scotland. 

Great quantities of American shales 
are of greater thickness and better 
suited for mining than Scotch shales. 

As yet no process for obtaining oil 
from ait shale has been used in actual 
commercial practice in this country. 

Indications are that the Unitéd States 
can not continue long to depend on do- 
mestic petroleum production ,to supply 
completely the demand for petroleum 
products, and that sooner or later our 
oil shales will have to be used to help 
supply the deficit. 

The oil shale industry can not hope to 
supplant the petroleum industry in a 
larg@ way for many years, but will 
probably grow up from local industries 
in favorable places. . 

Cost of oil shale ‘operations can not 
‘be reliably estimated until commercial 
practice in this country furnishes the 
necessary basic data. 

The quantity, quality and value of 
~| products and by-products to be obtained 
from. oil shale in this country are not 
known with any degree of certainty. 

The oil shale industry is a large scale, 
low-grade raw materials manufacturing 
enterprise, requiring large capital, high 
technical and business ability, and pro 
ably making slow return on the invest- 
ment. Once economic conditions be- 
come favorable for the development. of 
the oil shale industry and satisfactory 
mining, retorting and refining processes 
worked out and markets established, 
there should be only ordinary business 
risk connected with the industry, the re- 
port Soaeaced.

Newark Can Maintain Law and Or- 


der Without Assistance of Ku 
Klux, Executive Asserts.

Four district headquatters of the Ku- 
klux Klan have been éstablished in New 


functioning throughout the State, ac- 
cording to Dr. Orville Cheatham, ‘‘ King 
Kleagle’’ for the New Jersey organiza- 
tion. 

Dr. Cheatham made this known yes- 
terday after it had been learned that the 
State headquarters of the Klan is lo- 


cated at 837 Broad Street, Newark. The 


-other headquarters are located in Hobo- 


ken, Morristown and Camden. Maps in 
Dr. Cheatham’s office indicate the large 
growth of the organization. The chart 
shows that Klans have been established 
as far north as Newton in Susséx Coun- 
ty and down to Millville. The largest 
groups, according tp the map, are in 
Essex, Hudson and Passaic Counties. 
That the organization is not welcome 
in Newark was indicated by a statement 
issued: by Mayor Archibald yesterday. 
‘* Newark is a pretty well governed 
city, and can take care of itself in main- 
taining law and order without the as- 
sistance of the Ku-klux Klan,’’ Mayor 


Archibald. said. ‘ There is no necessity 
for a society here, such as described to 
me, to maintain the peace and welfare 
of the city. We certainly will tolerate 
no interference by any organization 
which attempts to take the law into its 
own hands. Newark is, in the main, a 
law-abiding city, and in maintaining 
and developing this spirit we have the 
co-operation of all groups and classes 
of our citizenship.’’ 

Director William J. Brennan of the 
Department of Public Safety said yes- 
terday there would be nv interference 
with the organization of any fraternal 
order, so long as it was law-abiding and 
did not attempt to provoke trouble. 

“‘If ‘the Ku-klux Klan are 100 per 
cent. Americans, as they claim io be, 
why are they ashamed of it, and why 
do they go around wearing masks?”’ 
Director Brennan asked. 

Discussing the principles of the or- 


ganization, Dr. Cheatham said: 

‘‘The principles of this organization 
are to uphold the Constitution of the 
United States; to protect pure woman- 
hood, white supremacy; separation of 
church and State, and the upholding of 
law and order. 

‘“We are prepared to fight for these 
principles aid I fail to see why there 
snould be any antagonism when there 
has been proven against ‘us nothing that 
gives us the He. Being a secrét order, 
Wwe can operate better through. secret 
means, and the mystery with which the 
order has surrounded itself is its greatest 
asset and one of its forces for good.”’

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY MAPS. 


Government Has Collected Data for 
Past Thirty-Four Years. 


The United States Geological Survey, 
Department of the Interior, has pub- 
lished about 3,000 engraved topographic 
maps, which represent nearly 43 per 
cent. of the United States. These maps 
are the results of surveys made during 
a& period of thirty-four years, and the 
results are fairly’ good in quantity and 
quality for a Government bureau which 
can go only as fast as appropriations 
will permit. 

A few geologic maps were published 
by the Survey prior to 1886. Some of 
them in atlases accompanying reports 
on regions in the West and a few were 
publisted separately as photo-litho- 
graphs, but the‘one degree Sheets of 
Northwest New Mexico and Northeast 
Arizone. known as Wingate and Mount 
Tailor, N. M.. and Fort Defiance, 
Tusayan. Marsh Pass, and Cafion de 
Chelly, Ariz., published in 1886, were 
the first topographic printed by the 
Geological Survey = from the engraved 
plates. 

Hight States—Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, West Virginia nd 
Chio—have been completely mapped, 
and the work of mapping the State of 
New York is more than 90 per cent. 
completed. Several States aré actively 
co-operating with the Survey in_ this 
work and in 1920' contributed to it a 
total of nearly $200,000. 

With nearly 60 per cent. of the area 
of the country entirely unmapped and 
much that has fcen mapped in need ef 
surveys, and with the largest mapping 
organization in the country surveyin 
cnly about 40 per cent. of the area in 
forty years, th. logical demand is for 
more speed. If these maps are ta 
serve their full purpose in promoting 
rational development the wioie country 
must be mapped within th's guncretion, 
cr, even better, within the next decade, 

Practical engineers realize that every 
dollar of Federal and State funds ap- 

propriated for these surveys, 12 sj~-nt on 
the next twenty years, will save et hh 
dollars that otherwise must be spent 
by corporations and individuals in frag- 
mentary surveys made for special pur- 
poses, and the worst feature of such: an 
uneconomic procedure would be that it 
would provide no maps for the use of 
the general public.

Rates Won’t Increase Traffic. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. .—Assertions 
by grain men that reductions in freight 
rates on grain and hay would stimulate 
movement in that traffic have not been 


Union Pacific, L. T. Wilcox, Assistant 
Traffic Manager of that road, testified 
today before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Cuts in freight rates on 
lumber and hay resulted in no increase 
in the movement of those commodities, 
he said. 

‘‘ We have transportation to sell,’’ the 
witness said, ‘‘ but no matter what we 
get for it, we can make no showing if 
we can’t sell it.’’

Against the increase of $4,800,000 and 
$6,800,000, respectively, on those two 
systems, yesterday’s July reports of other 
railways exhibited: such enlargement of 
net revenues over the previous July as 
nearly $2,000,000 on the-Atchison, $2,- 
“600,000 on the Baltimore & Ohio and 
$1,600,000° on the Lehigh Valley. But 
with practically no éxception, the suc- 
cessive July statements, have shown the 
increase to be wholly attributable to re- 
duction of expenses. In the matter of 
gross receipts, comparison with those 
of July, 1920, is much more unfavorable 
even than that of June; some*of the 
larger companies: represented in yester- 
day’s reports showing decrease of 14 to 
20 per cent., and all of them reflecting 
the shrinkage of: traffic which had' been 
indicated beforehand. by the average de- 
crease of 20 per cent. in the weekly

last month.

Sashae of Townsend Bill Would 
Not Mean Immediate Pur-— 
* chase of New Equipment... 


BANK -LOANS STILL HIGH 


Officials Estimate Cost of Main- 
tenance of Way Material Required 
‘at $300,000,000 to $400,000,000. 


The passage of the* Townsend bill for 
the funding of the ¢apital- expenditur 
made on the railroads during’ Federal 
control will not enable the carriers to 
go immediately into the market with 
orders for maintenance of way and 
equipment, it was pointed out by rail- 
way officials yesterday, because of the 
large amount of material now on hand 
for deferred maintenance and _ the 
amount of repair work. Congress is 
expected to resume consideration of the 
Townsend bill: when the session re-opens 
on Sept. 21, but no possible benefit can 
accrue to. the roads until next year, it 
is said. 

Although the passage of the bill would 
put fhe roads in possessiongef needed 
cash, purchases of new equgipment, it 
is said, must necessarily be light for sev-. 
eral months yet, or until the ‘carriers 
have completed a large program of re- 
pair work. In 1921 it is estimated that 
deferred maintenance will equal 40,000,- 
000 ties, 1,000,000 tons of rails and 8,000,- 

000 cubic yards of ballast, making the 
toe of deferred maintenance to be 
made up, beginning in 1922, about 70,- 
000,000 ties, 1,500,000 tons of rail and 
10,000,000 cubic yards of ballast. The 
cost of this material is estimated at froni 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000, and the cost 
of laying it in place.would be from 
00,000,000 to $400,000,000. Hence, it is 
said, the railroads cannot get back to 
a 6 per cent. basis, and retain their 
see yier maintenance until next year, at 
east. . 

In the matter of equipment, estimates 
show that when they were returned to 
their owners 26.9 per cent. of the loco- 
motives and 6.5 per cent. of the cars 
were in bad order, which would mean 
an undermaintenance amounting’ to 
about 7,500 locomotives and 50,000 bad 
order cars. This year the bad der 
cars will show a further excess of 
000, so that counting repair figures at 
$5,000 per locomotive and r bad 
order freight car, the repair bill would 
total $37,000,000 for the locomotives and 
$125,000,000 for the cars. 

Although the carriers are not keeping 
up their maintenarice, they are paying 
off their bank loans, from time to time, 
Counting the sum which the 
railroads now owe the supply and coal 
companies, it .is estimated that the

A tentative:plan upon which consoli- 
dations of the country’s railroads may- 
be carried out, based upon -.a report 
made by W. Z. Ripley, professor of 
transportation, of Harvard, has been: 
_ prepared by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and, the details were pub~ 
lished in Wall Street yesterday. This’ 
plan cannot*be mdndatory, according to 
the. Transportation act, but will come 
in the form of recommendations from 
the commission: It will probably be 
have 
been held, before it is formally adopted 
by the commission. 

There are twenty possible systems cuits 
lined in the commission’s. plan, but in 
certain cases these systems are alter- 
native. Some companies are. shown as 
subject to inclusion in one or two or 
more consolidated systems. The New 
Haven, for example, is shown as in- 
cluded in the Baltimore & Ohio system, 
and the Boston: & Maine in the New 
York Central system. However, a New 
England system, including. all the car- 
riers in that territory except in the Bos- 
ton & Albany, is suggested, as well as a 
New land-Great Lakes system, 
which includes all of these roads and 
the Lackawanna, Delaware & Hudson, 
and Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh. 

No real transcontinental system is 
suggested in the report, although. the 
Northern Pacific and Burlington go to- 
gether; the Great Northern: and the 
St. Paul. the Union Pacific and the Chi- 
cago Northwestern. and the Southern 
Pacific and the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific. In the East the Erie is shown 
as the nucleus of one system, along with 
the Delaware & Hudson, Lackawanna 
and. the Wat ash lines east of the Mis- 
sourl River.*, But it is also afranged to 
include the Erie in the Nickel Fiate-Le- 
high Valley system. 


Have Other Problems Now. 
Railroad officials have not been favor- 
ably inclined toward any consolidation 
plan at this time. They point out that 
the railroads are just emerging from 
the tangle resulting from Federal con- 


trol, and to attempt any consolidation on 
a national scale would so seriously upset 


Ff the value of railway securities, for one 


thing, as to permanently impair the effi- 
ciency of a carrier. A consolidation plan 
ow would add to the already numerous 
problems of the railroads which are yet 
unsolved, it is pointed out, and until 
the roads have been put on a more 
steady earning basis ,which will enable 
them to approxiraate a 6 per cent. re- 
turn it would be unwise to consolidate. 

Most officials, however, agree that 203 
Class 1 roads is too great a number to 
be successfully dealt with, and they 
feel that wives industrial and financial 
a are more stable and robust it 
will be perfectly ‘proper to work for 
several cons6lidations.

Philadelphia Institution Believes 
’ ‘Process Net Yet to Be 


Complete.. 


The process of reaction and readjust- 
ment from the inflated conditions of 
1919 and 1920 is not yet completed in 
this country, according. to the judgment 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of Phila- 
delphia, in its monthly review - for 
August. This bank believes that while 
liquidation of over-examined trade has 
been -very thorough, it has been irregu- 
lar and jas not, in many districts of the 
country, yet been carried to a basis 
where the end of the, process is in sight. 
The bank thus sums up the situation: 

‘““A resumé of the important events 
of the past month in. the business and 
financial world points. to the conclusion 
that business in general is still going 
through the process of liquidation. The 
process of liquidation has been going 
on for some time, but there are still 


important industries and areas of the 
country in which it is not Ph complete. 
The, condition of the Federal reserve 
banks depend upon the condition of their 
member banks; the condition of their 
member banks depends upen the status 
of the communities they serve. Hence 
the figures accurately reflecting the con- 
dition of the Federal Reserve Banks,

Yoston, calculated as at present, has 
risen from 44.2 per cent. to 76.6 per 
cent., a recovery of 32.4 points; that of 
the New York bank has gone from 
37.9 to 72.2, a recovery of 34.3 points; 
the Philadelphia ratio has advanced 24.0 
points; the Cleveland ratio, 25.5. points; 
the Chicage ratio, 29.6 points; the St. 
Louis ratio, 18.1 points; the Kansas City 
ratio, 18.3 points, and the San Francisco 
ratio, 21.8. 

“These figures show that in the areas 
indicated the liquidation has been con- 
siderable. But in other districts busi- 
ness readjustment, as measured by these 
ratios, has not progressed as far. ‘The 
ratio of the Richmond district has risen 
5.3 points, and ‘that of the, Dallas dis- 
trict only eight-tenths of a point, while 
those of the Atlanta and Minneapolis 
districts have declined respectively 5.1 
points and 4.1 points. They seem to 
bear out the common observation that 
liquidation is proceeding very unevenly 
in the different sections of the country. 
The first to feel its effects were the in- 
dustrial districts, and these are show- 
ing. the greatest progress toward its 
completion and toward recovery. 

‘The farming districts, as these 
ratios show, are laboring under a se- 
vere handicap, the existence of which 
nearly everybody recognizes, and which 
apparently could not have been avoided. 
The situation is one that cannot be 
forced or handled impatiently. There is 
abundant credit to take care of it, but 
past experience has always shown that 
time is ,@ necessary element as well as 
money.’

WHEAT EXPORT “RECORDS.” 


Galveston’s Largest Previous Ship- 
ment Exceeded in July. 


Supplementing the estimates that the 
country’s total exports of wheat during 
August will prove to have brokenwall 
monthly records in the ‘country’s his- 
tory, the Federal Reserve Bank of Dal- 
las, Texas, reports that exports of wheat 
from the Port of Galveston during July 
broke all previous records with a total 
of 11,012,096 bushels. “The flow . of 
wheat to this port from the fields of 
Oklahoma and North Texas,’’ the Re- 
serve LGank edds, “became so heavy 
during the month that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission found. it neces- 
sary to declare a temporary embargo on 
shipments to that port. 

‘Elevators and terminals have now 
been cleared, however, and cargoes are 
being promptly loaded and cleared. Port 
officials expect the volume of wheat 
handled in August to reach 16,000,000 
bushels. Figures for the month of July 
show that’ more grain was exported 
from Galveston during that month than 
during the entire year of 1919.’’

VALPARAISO, Chile, Aug. 29.—The 
radical group of maritime laborers re- 
cently excluded from membership in 
the Trades Association is asking the 
Chilean Government to obtain readmis- 
sion into that organization, it was an- 
nounced here today.

WILL WEAKENED BY DRUGS 


Commission, in Lunacy to, Examine 
Gerald Claire, Said to‘Be of - 
Good Family.

Judge Nott: in General Sessions ap- 
pointed a commission in lunacy yester- 
day to examine a defendant giving the 
assumed name of ‘‘ Gerald Claire,’’ 22 
years old, under indictment charging 
complicity’ in thé robbery of a United 
Cigar Store at proiwey and Twenty- 
eighth Street on'July 20. Claire has ad- 
mitted through his attorney, F. J. Sul- 
livan of 27 Cedar ‘Street, that he was 
present at the time of the robbery, but 
said that his mental condition had been 
undermined by, excessive ase of narcotics 
and that he was under the control of the 
real robber. 

“This real robber,’’. said Mr. Sullivan, 
““was an old+time hold-up man from 
another State who has not yet been 
caught.’ He placed a pistol in Claire's 
possession and had:him flourish it at 
the time the deed was: committed. Then 
the robber took back his pistol and gave 
Claire $10 and some change ‘for dope’ 
and fled. 

‘In making this motion,” Mr. Sulli- 
van told the Court, ‘“‘I do so because 
Claire is now as much of a puzzle ‘to 
the legal profession as he is to the medi- 
cal profession. The question is this: Is 
a confirmed drug addict an ‘insane per- 
son?

A keeper 
there observed apparent lie in, the sup- 
posed corpse on a slab and a Bellevue 
physician revived Claire with a pull- 
motor. 

‘* Claire is an example of the most ex- 
treme type of the drug fiend,’’ said the 
attorney. ‘‘ This is a class of addicts 
constantly increasing in numbers. To 
it many of the most violent crimes are 
attributed, due to the fact that the vic- 
tims haven't sufficient brain power left 
to distinguish between right and wrong. 
ey are mentally irresponsible.’’
